Dear Mr. Strong: 
I thought you might be inter- 


ested in how one of your Detroit 
subscribers who spends all the 


‘time he has available in the sum- 


mer on the AuSable feels about 
the fishing restrictions. 

I have just returned from a 
two-week vacation at Edgewater 
with Bernie and Pat Fowler and 
have never been so delighted with 
the fishing in the Seven or more 
years I have been fishing the riv- 
er in the vicinity of the Stephan 
Bridge. Under the old regulations 
(T-inch minimum and bag of 10) 
I would have had my limit within 
a space of a couple of Hours on 
almost any given day. I didn’t at- 
Vent athe. trout | caught 
—suffice it to say the number 
was well over 100, all of which 
with the exception of about 20 
were returned to the stream. 
There were plenty of 7 to 9%- 
inch fish among those returned 
and most of those I kept ranged 
from 14% inches to about 11%. 
Those barely over the legal! limit 
of 10 inches were much in the 
minority. 

This is fishing! What a contrast 
lo the years I fished this part of 
the stream before the fly-onty and 
10-inch limit restriction went in! 
The change is startling. Further- 
more, I was delighted to note that 
I caught at least 15 brookies’ This 
was indeed a surprise since in the 
years before the fly-only restric- 
tions brookies had become a very 
scarce fish indead-Two of the 15. 
were keepers-~-about 10% and 11 
inches long. 


The second week of my vaca- 
tion I took a day’s trip on the 
South Branch with Lacey Stephan 
who needs no introduction to any- 


of the Fish Division, who has{ 
fought so hard for them. I want 
to meet that- gentleman some time.
